ORDERS DISOBEYED AT 
ALEXANDRIA. 
—~—— 


Soldiers aad Pollce Called Out. 


The story of how s British 
skipper sod hie officera wero 
defied snd threstened by 8 
Chinese crow waa told st the 
Marine Oourt before Commander 
GC. W. Beoksith recently. The 
complaint was lodged by Captain 
B. G. Wilton, of the aa; Aros, 
against the No. 1 firemen of the 
ship: and fourteen other fi.emen. 
They were chirczed with combia- 
ing with other firemen, whilet at 
Alexandris, on November 16, to 
disobey the lewfal commands of 
the Captain. . ; 

The Captain's story was that 
the ship arrived at Alexandria oa 
November 15, and be reosived ‘a 
notice warnicg him that none of 
the 41 Chinese crew were t2 land 
of go ashore, Hs sent for the 
Chief Officor and the Obief 
Engineer and gave them the 
necoezary orde:s. The crew, led 
by the No. 1 fireman, refased 
to obey the orders, aod main- 
tained that they would go 
ashore, even if they were patio 
ptieon and thus’ delayed the 
ship. The No. 1 fireman became 
eo insulting that witness bad to 
send for the Provost Meraball, and 
ben he camo.he was aleo insalted 
by the man. He considered 
it . necessary to place an 
armed gusrd on the ship. Oa 
the evening of the L6th,, the fire- 
men again seked for passes to go 
ashore, and when told thst the 
town was ander military law, and 
that pasees could not be iveaed, 
they all refused to leave the asloon 
in which they hed sssembled. 
Witness was eventually forced to 
lesve-bscanee of their thresten- 
ing attitude, He went aft and 
hailed a sentry, sending him for 
the Provost Marshall snd anermed 
guerd. Ono retutaing to the 
saloon, be found the men hed 
gone, bat, they soon came 
When hoe wentoat on to the deck, 
they all followed nim and threat. 
ened him. Tne ‘other officors 
were sammoned. Some Eyyptian 
police wanted to arrest the mon, 
bat he decided to: wait for the Pra- 
vost Merahall, ‘The Peovost Mar- 
abali came with balf a company of 
soldiers, ail with loaded rifles and 
fixed bayoneta, In the chart 


‘}xoom, the No, 1 ficoman waid they 


were going ashore, and nobody 
would stop them. Knowing that 
he conld get no more firemen at 
Alexandria, and wanting 40 get the 


ship slong, as he was under Gov- i 


ernment orders, he suggested that 
it might be possible for the men 
to be given passes, and these wero 
givon the next dey. Alverwards 
there was o0 iroable, bat several 
times later be thought thero was 
going to be, It wan oxtremely an- 
comfortable to have such men as 
part-of the crow, Tye 

Evidence was also given.by ths 
Chief Engineer, Darid Neven, 
‘ho corroborrated what the Cap- 
ten had ssid. Ho bed nocom plaints 
to meke since, but ho was never 
sare thet his ordera were going 
bsaobeyed,
